Then ce 1 had ſure promeſle cf greate re- 
compenſe vpon bare copies not dedicationsof my paynes:& fin- 
gular helpe offred to put forth the Bible in ſuch playnneſſe, that 
a vvhol nation might ſoo underftanditi&lce the glory & certss 
ty of ir, Thither 1 returned ayvnſyver:that 1 vyold no l5gerſerve 
your M, if I vvere not recompenſed by five monethes end, by 
the begining of Lent. The LL.ſent me by D.Ceſarthis anſvver: 
that they thought my ſtudiesnot inferiour for iudgemeErin Di- 
rinity to any in England : &they bade me tell D. Cefar vyhat 
I vyould have, that he might mcuc your M. & they furtherad> 
yertiſe your highnes. 1 returned my mind:that yourM.should be 
my chooſer:& that I vvold like beſt ofthat vyhicbyou appointed 
for me. Thus a mi vvould have thoughrthat a c6cluſfid fr6 their 
LL.should not find c6tradidti6 from any vvheſe Voyee, faith, 
honour muſt be in the meſlageſent ſrom the to me by D.Celar, 
Yetthey yvere perſuaded that the Archb. vvould never Tuffer 
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your M, to ſce theclear certenty of Divinity.bicauſe you yvouts ll 
ſolitler his bare Latin ſtudies. This theyr mynd vvas she& 
wved me: And yyheras they meant to haue movedyour M.'to 
beſtovy on me the charge of London(vvich he meant for D.Bz. 
croft)& this vyas noy ſed by the clarks of the counſel;it vvas more 
talked that the Archb. vvould vvork him ſclf any diſgrace to 
hinder my being lo nere occalion to open the Bible to your ſelf: 
thus it pleaſed them to ſay, & think: In ſo much that a Baehelg

Although my true 
in this kind might have moved the Archb. tofavour my payne 
ſo much as the temporal Lords did for clearing Daniel by hea- 
then for ſtory: for his chief Queſtion, by Nathan the Prophet 
' 2.Sam. 7. Which none of his Latines or yet Greeks, I troyy, 
haue done: for his tyvo tongues, by plain reaſons, but never 
marked, as liudge, by any, laving one levy: although my dili- 
gence might haue ſtirred his Love,it ſtirred only his enu y:and 
dayly it vvas noyſcd hovy he meant todefeate the LL.pu 
ſo that tvyo gentlemen conferred touching his courſe : & the 
one ſayd:; Shall I tell the Bishop that he takethan vahonorable 
cauſe. The other avvnſyvercd : No. The Bishop vvill but 
mock. This yvil not be ſtrange to the Archb, for I yyrot 
it ynto him ſelf: that he might conſyder vyhat a goodly thiid 
he had ſpun that hauing receaucd 50000. poandes of the Churels 
is counted but a skopher in the greateſt matters. For my ſelf” 
he:knovveth that 1 aftorded him good language: & re 
countenance him: bur ſtill ready yt he vvold neuerend his iniue 
rics to call him to accompt for all at once. After I had ex# 
pounded S.Stephen as plain to Ievves , vnexplicable yyithoiit” 
them : I toke atext: r.Pet. z.Speaking tO levves, hovy the Spitit 
of Chriſt preached in the dayes of Noah : to them vvhich are 
novv Spirites in Priſon:vvhich very phraſcs they them ſelves 
haue : yet of vs the Greek is badly translated : & the divinity 
vvorſcexpolided:Saving of Maximus Monachus & his autours, 
& M, Beza : vvith Zegedin, & his folovvers But none vvithout 
Ievves auctority can fatisfie thedoubtring, vyho yvill be taugul 
hovv the phraſe vyas vſual. 

This text vvas comonly cited to proue that our L, deſcended 
to Gchenna by ſuch vvho think that Hell in the Crede ſignifieth 
the ſtate of the damned. I handled both : That S. Peter had no

He might 
haue requeſted me, & I vvould haue fatisfied him:But to betray 
your M. auQority to be a (lave to Hereſy : that vyyould not be* 
good, nor femely for me. As he ſent me 'this vyord: I vvrote 
from Leyden in Holland that I vvould defende myne opinion» 
in Cambridge : yf he vyould hazard his fame ypon any that? 
Should reply. At that he raged vvith termes that the meſſenger 
lothed to report: Leſt I should pay his vnlernednes vviths 
good. Therupon 'I vvrote an Epiſtle to the Lerned nobility 
shevving hovy through all the Bible (vvherin one crrout 
ſtayncth al) he ſuffred bad notes: to bring errours a thouſand at 
once: To:makeall the Credite of Moſes & the Prophetes nor 
thing vvorth: & there in I anſvyer his heat : VVherin hewill 
burnin this opinion that Chriſt deicended to Gehenna. Now 
my L. treaſorer S. VVilliam Cecil asked him vyhat further 
matter he had to hinder theyr purpoſe- Then this ke invented: 
that I vvrote vntruly that hedetermined betyvixt D.R, and my 
controverſy, to your M. For that, I printed him a ful ayynſvvet 
Then came that acyy ſpeach, yttered to your M, vyhich I |» 
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" furecame from him. And this much for, vvho the part 
be. Novv for anſyver. Though his peach mightbe held 
biting: yet I vvill ſuppeſe that he dealt better tro mean 
open contention : for the deſcent to hel, VVherofl have' 
ren here, vntohim ſelf, a fultreatiſe. And vvheras he ou

mo likles: & rent in hand & foot by vvicked dogs. Yf your 
G. vvold take leaſure to think but vpon this much: you vvould 
never more think of Gehennaecs H x 1: to burn in defenſe, that 
Chrit comending his ſoule vuto the father, had preſcnily that 
lodging: but that his deſcEding to Hell vvas in ourlater liguage, 
(later then lacob: at the firſt vic 1600. yeres )goivg vp ints 
heavens ioyes vnto the Kingdom of Heauen.
